WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The funeral of 


Mrs. Tracy and her daughter, 
Miss 


Mary Tracy occurred to-day, the ser 


vices bemg held at the executive man 


sion. 
There was no time yesterday to 


send out notices or invitations to the 


friends of the family, and so a notice of 


the funeral was inserted in the papers, 


with a request that it be considered by 


official and personal friends of the family 


as an invitation for them to attend. 


That this invitation was very liberally 
interpreted by the curious was proved 
by the gathering around 
the white 
house grounds at at an early hour to- 
day. By the time arranged for the 
funeral, 11 o'clock, there was a jam at 
the gates and the driveway and the sur- 
rounding streets were crowded with 
carriages. 


The east room, where the services were 
to be held, was crowded. 
In the center 
of the room were the 
two caskets, 
mother and daughter, side by side. At 
the head of the caskets was placed a 
large spreading palm, the branches of 
which hung in graceful curves over the 
two biers. 
The caskets were hardly vis- 
ible because of the mass of flowers which 
were heaped upon them. 


At 11 o'clock, the services began with 
the singing by the Schuebert quartet, of 
" I Can Not Always Trace the Way."

SAN FRANCISCO, 
Cal., F e b . 
5.—Ad- 
vices received by the steamer Bio de 
Janiero saya that the town of Tsin Li 
Chow, not far from Narking, on the 
Yangtsee Keang, was, during the first 
vv^eek of December, 
^ isited by a cloud 
burst,/çhioit resulted iû the drowning 
of one hundred people, and in the de- 
struction of much shipping. 


The morning broke bright and clear 
on the day of the disaster, but about 10 
o'clock, 
there were 
suddenly 
heard 
noises like the rushing of waters, and 
two large black clouds rose rapidly from 
the Ihorizon, 
spreading 
as 
they 
progressed, 
and finally enveloping 
everything iu a dense fog, and shutting 
out the sunlight. 


The water in the river became black 
and turbulent. 
Presently the cloud 
burst asunder, with a tremendous re- 
port, and the town was deluged with 
water. 
In addition to 100 people 
drowned, fiLfty more were rescued by a 
CJiinese ^life-saving corps in an ex- 
hausted condition. 
The greatest losses 
were on the river, 
where hundreds of 
boats were either totally wrecked or 
badly damaged. 


The heavy fall of water also occasioned 
the caving in of a long stretcîh of the 
river bank.

ANNA, 111., Feb. 5.—-Small pox of a 
malignant type has broken out in this 
city.

But Iiittle Business Bone on Account 
of the Tracy Funeral. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The republi- 
can caucus was called to order immedi- 
ately after the 
adjournment of the 
house, by Mr. Henderson, of Illinois. 
Each member present was furnished 
with a copy of the new code prepared by 
the republican members of the commit- 
tee on rules, and with one of these copies 
in his hands, Mr. McKinley proceeded 
to explain to the caucus the meaning of 
the changes, and what it was hoped to 
effect by them. 


There was a tacit understandii|g be- 
tween the republicans and 
democrats 
that no business would be transacted in 
the house to-day. A large number of 
members attended the funerals of Mrs. 
Tracy and Miss Tracy. 
The clerk read 
the journal in abridged form and it was 
declared 
approved—yeas 
120, nays, 
none; the speaker counting a constitu- 
tional quorum. 
The house then, at 
12:45, on fnotion of Mr. McKinley, ad- 
journed. 
The republicans immediately 
went into caucus and a democratic cau- 
cus was announced for 7:30 p. m. 


The senate discussed at some length a 
resolution authorizing the renting of 
rooms outside the capitol for senate 
committees. 
It was finally referred to 
the committee on rules. 
The bill to 
establish a form of government in Okla- 
homa was taken up and read at length 
and was then laid aside to take up the 
Blair educational bill.

A BIG TASK. 


Waterworks Inspector Iten to Cir- 
culute Amons Two Thou- 
sand Consumers. 


liouis Slioppci! Pinned to the Earth 
by a Falling Tree. 


Late yesterday afternoon a most dis- 
tressing accident occurred in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Standard Oil works 
near the Nickel Plate junction, on the 
road leading to the Bass farm. 


Louis Shoppell, an unmarried man, 
employed by the Standard Oil company 
as teamster, was the unfortunate victim 
and to-day lies suffering agonizing pain 
from his injuries, 
which may in all 
probability prove fatal. 


The circumstances are about as fol- 
lows: Towards evening yesterday an 
employe of the works, threw a pair of 
discarded overalls out at the base of a 
hollow dead tree and set fire to the gar- 
ment, which was thoroughly saturated 
with oil. The flames communicated to 
the tree, which was being rapidly con- 
sumed when the employes of the works 
went out to witness the sight. 


While the crowd was still hovering 
about the tree and jesting over the 
fire the huge burning giant fell and 
Schoppell, being directly in its path, 
was pinned to the earth. 
The employes 
hastily procured crow-bars and released 
the unconscious man before he was cre- 
mated alive, but the fearful weight 
falling directly across his chest had 
nought terrible and probably fatal in- 
jury. 


He was tenderly lifted into a con- 
veyance and taken to his boarding 
house, on West Main street, near Bun- 
ion avenue, where for hours ho lay un- 
conscious. 


A physiiciau who was summoned 
found the injuries to consist of three 
broken ribs, bad wounds to the head 
and serious internal trouble, which is 
most difficult of all for physicians or 
surgeons to master. 


Drs. Stemen attended, 
but a call 
upon them failed to convey any infor- 
mation to a SENTINBL reporter and a 
long tramp and much strategy had to 
be resorted to before the true facts could 
be learned. 


If Shoppell survives his injuries it 
will be almost a miracle.

A lioacne in Fort Wayne That Pro* 
poses to Watch Over Personal 
Bights. 


Indianapolis Journal: 


The Personal Rights league that has 
been formed in Fort Wayne filed arti- 
cles of incorporation with the secretary 
of state yesterday. It has for directors 
M. F. Schmetzer, Jacob Klett, C. A. 
Eampe, Henry Zui Muehlen and Fred 
Brandt, whose duties, with those de- 
volving upon the usufJ officers of such 
o]^;ani2ationi, are to see that no further 
infringement is made on personfJ libet- 
ty. 


The league is emphatic in the enun- 
ciation of its objects, as it sai^ that one 
of them will be "to vigoroudy support 
every effort and pretention, by whom- 
soever prompted, aiming to promote the 
spiritual and substantial w^are of the 
people." It asserts that it will aid in 
"perfecting our constitution," and "re- 
strict and check all interference on the 
part of the individual states with the 
personal liberty and natural rights of 
the citizens, which are recognized by 
the constitution and the laws of the 
union as attempting unjust and uncon- 
stitutional restraint of liberty. 


It also proposes to assist in having 
"existing laws interpreted in a most 
liberal spirit," and urge "that no new 
laws restraining or destroying personal 
liberty be enacted." It has an ad- 
ditional aim in watching over the ad- 
ministration and financial management 
of the aflairs of Fort Wayne, and asserts 
that it will, seek "to prevent mis- 
management by the election of honest 
and trustworthy men as officers of the 
municipal government."

A Manufacturer's Brew (System of D1 
Tldins His Froflts-Biews Notes 
and Ciossip From the 
Busy Centera.

DoiiGEviiiiiB, N. Y., Feb; 5.—^Alfrec 
Dolge, the largest felt slioe mannfao- 
tiirer in the country, has labored for 
years to formulate an equitable i^stem 
of profit sharing. He has just made 
public a plan which, besides making his 
employes partners in his business, em 
braces some entirely novel features 
applied to profit sharing. A certain 
proportion of the profits is to be set 
aside each yeai- for pensions, life insur- 
ance and endowments. By this plan 
every male employe of Mr. Polge is, 
after a continuous service of ten years, 
entitled to a pension in case of partia 
or total inability to work caused by ac 
cident, sickness or old age. 
Every 
male employe having been in the em- 
ploy of 
the house 
at 
least 
five 
years 
continuously 
is entitled 
to 
a 
life 
insurance 
policy 
to 
the 
amount of $1,000; on completing tho 
tenth year of service to a second policy 
of $1,000 and after the completion of 
fifteen years of continuous service to 
third policy of $1,000. Every male em- 
ploye of the house for five consecutive 
years is entitled to an endowment ac- 
count upon which he will be credited at 
the end of each year according as the 
the manufacturing record shows that he 
has earned more than has been paid 
him in the form of wages. 


"After a most careful study of all the 
known systems 
of 
so-called profit- 
sharing," said Mr. Dolge, 
believe 
that this system is the only practical one 
of all the different devices for' the 
amelioration of tho condition of the 
working people, for the reason that it is 
the only one which is not projected from 
any idea of benevolence, but is based on 
self-interest."

A certain 
proportion of tho profits is to be set 
aside each year for pensions, life insur- 
ance and endowments. By this plan 
every male employe of Mr. Dolge is, 
after a continuous service of ten years, 
entitled to a pension in case of partial 
or total inability to work caused by ac- 
cident, sickness or old age. Every 
male employe having been in tho em- 
ploy of

at 
least five 


years 
continuously 
is entitled 
to

life 
insurance 
policy 
to 
tho 


amount of 81,000; on completing tho 
tenth year of service to a second policy 
of §1,000 and after tho completion of 
fifteen years of continuous service to a 
third policy of 81,000. Every male em- 
ploye of tho house for five consecutive 
years is entitled to an endowment ac- 
count upon which he will be credited at 
the end of each year according as the 
the manufacturing record shows that he 
has earned more than has been paid 
him iu tho form of wages. 


"After a most careful study of all the 


known systems 
of so-called 
profit- 


sharing," said Mr. Dolge, "I believe 
that this system is tho only practical one 
of all the different devices for the 
amelioration of tho condition of the 
working people, for the reason that it is 
the only one which is not projected from 
any idea of benevolence, but is based on 
self-interest."
